Volunteers Reported in. Bad Shape 


and Sickness Is Increasing at 


an Alarming Rate. 


A despatch from Ponce, 
Puerto 


Rico, to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer 


says: "Tbe volunteer s'olrliers in the 
armyjof. occupationjare suffering terri- 
bly and that the medical staff are 
unanimously of the opinion that they 
should be removed North. 


"Sickness is increasing 
and has 


been increasing during the past three 
weeks at an alarming rate, loday 
the sick report show over 2,700 in 
hospitals or in quarters out of a total 
command of 10,000 men; that is, over 
25 per cent of the troops are on the 
sick list. This, however, does not 
mean that 
there 
is an 
effective 


strength of 7,500 men. The soldiers 
discharged from the hospitls as fit for 
duty are in nine cases out of ten in- 
capable of service, and if ordered on 
duty are almost invariably back in 
the Hospital within a few days. 
The 


medical oilicers have found'that the 
convalescents do not, and seemingly 
cannot, recover their strength in this 
climate, and for this reason they are 
being sent North as rapidly as possi- 
ble, 
several hundred 
leaving every 


week. 
Tomorrow over 500 will go on 


the Ohdam and the Relief. 


"It is a significant fact that there 


is a wide disparity between the sick- 
ness in the volunteers and regular 
commands. 
In the two regular in- 


fantry regiments, the Nineteenth and 
Eleventh, the sickness averages only 
about 10 per cent, while in the volun- 
teer regimeuts, the Sixth Massachu- 
setts, First New York Engineers, 
Fourth Ohio, Third Illinois, First 
Kentucky, Third Wisconsin and Six- 
teenth Pennsylvania, it averages 34 
per cent. 
In the last named two, 


where the conditions are the warst, 
the sick report today shows a percent- 
age of 46 in the Sixteenth Pennsyl- 
vania and 42 in the Third Wisconsin."

In addition to 
this, we find that the pressure under 
which the bile JR secreted is raised by 
the sipping of fluid. And here is a point 
which might well be noted by our read- 
ers:

wiue or spirits taken at a draft. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to
